Batangan 
Campaign 
Victorious

SAIGON (AP) - The cordon 


operation on the hostile Batan* 
gan Peninsula in the north was 
called a major success today 
with more than 600 of the enemy 
force put out of action. 


The operation started .Ian. 13 


with the assault by land, sea 
and helicopter of 4,000 U.S. Ma* 
rine, American Army and Viet- 
namese riflemen to cordon off 
40 square miles of the peninsula 
south of Da Nang. 


The cordon, now shrunk to 


about 1,500 men, has what ene- 
my left inside "forced against 
the sea," said a senior com- 
mander, Rear Adm. William W. 
Behrens Jr. 


"He finally has to fight or sur- 


render," hedeclared. 


To date, 11,476 peasants have 


been taken from inside the cor- 
don for interrogation at a near- 
by center. This has yielded 251 
hamlet and province level Viet 
Cong political workers, 131 sym- 
pathizers and 32 defectors, Beh- 
rens said. 


In the sporadic fighting, most- 


ly against snipers and small hit 
and run guerrilla squads, the al- 
lied force claims 200 enemy 
dead. 
Vietnamese 
casualties 


were light and U.S. dead was 
reported 
at 41. Another 186 


Americans have been wounded. 


Most of the U.S. casualties 


have come from mines and boo- 
by traps. 


The Batangan Peninsula had 


been without government Influ- 
ence 
for a generation. The 


ground is undermined with two 
and three-tier tunnel systems 
that 
wind 
for 
thousands 
of 


yards. Some are 30 feet under- 
ground 
and 
invulnerable 
to 


heavy bombs and shells. Nine 
Viet Cong surrendered on the 
Peninsula Thursday after being 
in a tunnel three weeks. 


The aim of the cordon is to 


pacify the Batangan. The peas- 
ants will be returned to their 
land and government officials 
will move back with them. 


South 
Vietnamese 
forces 


tightened security around Sai- 
gon and Da Nang as part of a 
campaign to prevent a repeti- 
tion of last year's enemy offen- 
sive at Tet, the lunar new year. 


Security forces stopped hun-

U.S. 
and South Vietnamese

The Viet Cong has proclaimed 


a cease-fire from Feb. 15 to 
Feb. 22 for Tet, the lunar new 
year feast during which last 
year the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese attacked Saigon, Da 
Nang and 100 other population 
centers. South Vietnamese Pres- 
ident Nguyen Van Thieu said 
Thursday night his government 
was ready "in principle" to de- 
clare a Tet truce, but he was 
not ready to announce the dates.

tlms of a poorly controlled U.S. 
fiscal policy? Che month's fig- 
ures don't make a trend, but 
they do suggest that this could 
be so. 


More U.S. savings bonds and 


Freedom Shares were redeemed 
than 
purchased 
last 
month, 


which isn't uncommon. In De- 
cember the loss was $11 million. 
But the January outflow of $61 
million was the biggest in at 
least six years. 


The outflow, which may be 


the greatest 
since Series E 


bonds were introduced 28 years 
ago, is not likely to turn into a 
flood, because there are many 
reasons for buying bonds: tax 
savings, the convenience of pay- 
roll deduction, patriotism, But 
the loss is of more than casual 
interest. 


One of the most logical expla- 


nations is that investors found 
more lucrative interest rates 
elsewhere. And interest rates, 
we are reminded almost daily, 
are rising because of inflation. 


But is government the cause 


of inflation? To a very large ex- 
tent. Heavy government spend- 
ing, 
sometimes 
greater than 


revenues, has been the strong- 
est inflationary factor during 
the past two or three years. 


Another inflation-related rea- 


son is offered in explanation. 
Big bills were run up by con- 
sumers during Christmas, bills 
that, because of inflation, were 
higher than a year earlier. Very 
likely bonds were cashed to pay 
these bills. 


It can be argued that the de- 


cline was to be expected, be- 
cause savings bonds outstanding 
in December 
was a record 


$51.89 billion. But records are 
common in an economy growing 
larger every year. 


Over the longer term, tne 


growth in savings bonds out- 
standing looks like this: Janu- 
ary 1969, $51.85 billion; January 
1968, $51.37; January 1967, 
$50.36. 


The increase of $1.5 billion is 


large, but as a percentage it is 
perhaps less than outstanding. 
The accumulation of interest 
helped add to the total. So did a 
drive, begun in 1967 as "the,big- 
gest payroll savings-campaign 
in history." 


Adding to the January 
re- 


demptions, 
ironically, 
were 


some Freedom Shares, intro- 
duced in 1967 at a higher inter- 
est rate in hopes of spurring 
sales. Now, despite the higher 
rate, some are showing up in 
the opposite column. 


Freedom 
Shares 
can 
be 


bought only in conjunction with 
a similar size or larger pur- 
chase of a Seires E bond. The 
Freedom Shares, if held to ma- 
turity in 4'/2 years, provide 5 per 
cent interest. The Series 
bonds, if held to maturity in 7 
years, yield 4.25 percent. 


There is another popular sav- 


ings bond, the Series H. Unlike 
the Series E, in which interest 
accumulates and is paid on re- 
demption, the interest on the 
Seires H bond is paid every six 
months. It, to, yields 4.25 per 


by 4.1 per cent in one year? 


Moreover, the full interest on 


savings bonds and Freedom 
Shares is paid only if they are 
held to maturity. For the first 
few years of its life, for exam* 
pie, the Freedom Stores pays 
much less than the advertised 5 
per cent.

BEIRUT, Lebanon 
(AP) - 


Iraq's president says no more 
Jews are awaiting trial on spy 
charges in Baghdad, the Egyp- 
tian Middle East News Agency 
reported today. 


The agency said President 


Ahmad Hassan el Bakr told a 
news conference Thursday that 
all those facing spy charges are 
Iraqi Moslems. 


El Bakr also claimed there 


are no laws preventing Iraq's 
3,000 Jews leaving the country, 


Iraq's regime has been under 


intense criticism from abroad 
since it hanged nine Jews and 
five other Iraqis last week as 
spies for Israel, At that time, 
the Iraqis said they would soon 
put 6b more persons on trial on 
charges of spying, for Israel 
and plotting against the regime. 


El Bakr said his regime will 


not hesitate to execute any spy 
since "spying is high treason 
punishable by death." 


The president said Iraq's rela- 


tions with the United States de- 
pended on whether Washington 
"changes its stand of complete 
support of Israel and whether it 
ceases interfering in the inter- 
nal affairs of Arab countries." 


It appeared that Al Bakr's an- 


nouncement that no Jews were 
being held for espionage trials 
may have been prompted by the 
outrage which the hangings last 
week provoked abroad. 


Although Israeli rage was not 


likely to carry much weight In 
Baghdad, the executions were 
condemned or deplored by the 
U.S. and British governments, 
U.N. 
Secretary-General 
U 


Thant, Pope Paul VI and a num- 
ber of newspapers in Europe 
and the United States. 


The executions also apparent- 


ly did not meet with favor 
^ampng' Iraq's nominal 'allies in 
the' other Arab governments. 
The 
Iraqi 
government com- 


plained 
that 
the 
propaganda 


machines of the other Arab gov- 
ernments did not defend It as 
they should against the blasts of 
condemnation from abroad. 


Iraq had announced Jan. 31 


that 13 more Jews would be put 
on trial soon in the govern- 
ment's 
continuing 
campaign 


against espionage. 


At least 120 Jews have been 


reported in Jail in the widening 
Iraqi espionage probe, and the 
increasing friction between Is- 


and Iraq has made life 
difficult for Iraqi Jews.

if lower-level talks show prog- 
ress, preferably on both politi* 
cal and military matters. 


Nixon aides say whether these 


conditions are met could be de« 
termined in the weeks ahead by 
the success of preliminary talks 
already started with the Soviet 
Union on a possible push for 
Middle East settlement. 


At his Thursday news confer- 


ence, Nbton said he takes a dim 
view of "instant summitry" but 
expressed the view he should 
meet with Soviet leaders "at a 
future time." 


After returning March 3 from 


his projected five-nation Euro- 
pean tour Nixon said, he Intends 
"to conduct exploratory talks at 
various levels to see if such a 
meeting could take place," 


But he cautioned that any 


summit meeting should be well 
prepared and that the agenda 
should cover "various differ- 
ences that we have, on which 
we can perhaps make progress" 


Nixon is scheduled to leave on 


his nine-day tour Feb. 23.

Spread Oil 
Over Beaches

— Heavy seas kicking up 


waves six feet high delayed ef» 
forts to plug a leaking undersea 
well today as crude oil black* 
ened more miles of California 
beaches. 


The slick, growing by almost 


1,000 gallons an hour, wasanes* 
timated 800 square miles in size 
and moving toward Los Angeles 
at three miles an hour. 


"Unless the wind shifts, I 


don't know what can stop it," 
said William Kerrigan, district 
manager of the Ventura Port. 


By Thursday night, some raw 


petroleum was reported in Ven- 
tura's marina 24 nautical miles 
south of oil-ologged Santa Bar- 
bara Harbor and 50 miles north- 
west of Los Angeles. 


Heaviest concentrations were 


still around the drilling platform 
six miles at sea where swells up 
to 15 feet prevented a 300-man 
crew from efforts to stop the 
sea-leak by pumping a mineral 
mud preparation into the hole. 


The 
Union Oil Co. crews 


pumped 3,000 barrels of the 
gooey substances into the hole a 
few days ago but it didn't do the 
job. 
When 
the sea 
calms 


enough, new barge loads will be 
poured into the fissure 325 feet 
below the ocean surface.

Be Lombard! 
Ace in Hole

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vtnce 


Lombardi, chosen to lead Wash- 
ington out of the Dark Ages in 
Football, is looking at Heisman 
Trophy bust Gary Beban as the 
new Golden Boy for the Red- 
skins' rrvival. 


Lombardi marched into the 


ration's capital Thursday to 
take command of the Redskins 
after a decade of unprecedented 
greatness at Green Bay and 
made Beban the focus of his 
very first move. 


Calling for complete movies 


of Beban's play as a rollout 
quarterback for UC LA, Lombar- 
di promised a long off-season 
study to decide where to use Be- 
ban—with the strong possibility 
of turning him into a runner. 


The movie invoked immediate 


memories of 10 years ago when 
Lombardi arrived In Green Bay 
and took another Heisman Tro- 
phy quarterback off the bench 
to make him one of football's 
most celebrated ball carriers 
the Golden Boy—Paul Hornung. 


Beban, unimpressive In his 


brief trial as a rookie pro quar- 
terback last year, scored more 
touchdowns 
as a runner at 


UCLA, than did by passing. 


Lombardi stressed the need 


for a strong running attack and 
said, "The running game is 
what football ls all about. The 
more you run, the more hard- 
nosed you are." 


The Redskins were dead last 


m running yardage in the Na- 
tional Football League last fall. 


Lombardi, 
who has never 


coached a loser in his lifetime, 
is 
taking over a team that 


hasn't had a winning season 
since 1955. 


He will be executive 
vice 


president, coach and part-owner 
of 'the Redskins under a con- 
tract that may embrace as 
much as a million dollars in 
stock and long-term salary. 


'{Washington is the world's 


capital," Lombardi said. "And 
we; have plans to make it the 
football capital." 


$ut at one point he laughed 


and said, "Despite what you 
may think, I can't walk across 
the Potomac—even when it's 
frozen." 


Perhaps no coach in football 


history has been watched as 
closely as Lombardi will be next 
season to see if the man can 
match the myth. 


Unknown and unsung, Lom- 


bardi came to Green Bay al- 
most exactly a decade ago to 
coach a team that had won only 
one. game the previous season. 


Within two years he had his 


first conference title. In the next 
seven, he won five NFL cham- 
pionships 
and 
capped 
his 


triumphs with the first two Su- 
per Bowl victories. 


His retirement from coaching 


after the second Super Bowl 
success lasted just one year and 
four days. 


"1 made a great mistake giv- 


ing; up coaching," the restless, 
relentless Lombardi 
conceded 


Thursday. 


He was smiling as much as he 


did when he won that first Super 
Bowl. He was happy to be back.

Continuing their torrid scoring 


pace of the past few weeks, the 
Hope 
Bobkittens whipped the 


Nashville Junior Scrappers 58* 
44 last night at Jones Field 
House. 


Three consecutive wins and 


seven Victories in eight games 
have given the Kittens a 10*6 
mark for the season, and this 
one avenged a December 39-27 
loss at Nashville.

Both teams placed high value 


on winning the third quarter, and 
the outcome was in doubt for 
quite a while. Not to be denied, 
the Scrappers kept fighting back 
till they finally regained the lead 
at 30-29, but that was the climax 
for Nashville folks. 


Lead on by consistent free 


throw shooting (24 of 37 for the 
game), the Bobkittens ran off 
eight in a row to the quarter 
buzzer, and suddenly Hope had 
some breathing room at 37-30.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Apples Are Healthful 


Food for Most Persons 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Attitudes t o w a r d apples 


have varied from the saying: 
"An apple a day keeps the 
doctor away" to "An apple a 
day 
b u y s 
the 
doctor's 


coupe." 
Much superstition 


has centered around apples 
in the past and they have 
been used to cure both diar- 
rhea and constipation. While 
I would not advocate that a 
person with colitis go on a 
binge of eating raw apples, 
recent studies have shown 
that a p p l e s are indeed a 
healthful food for most per- 
sons. 


The pectin and hemicellu- 


lose in apples being colloids 
help to solidify the liquid 
contents of the intestines and 
neutralize the chemical irrit- 
ants that cause diarrhea. In 
a three-year study at Mich- 
igan 
State 
University, a 


group of healthy students 
added two or three apples to 
their accustomed daily diet. 
They kept remarkably free 
from 
u p p e r respiratory 


disease and nervous tension" 


Scientists 
who criticized 


this study because the stu- 
dents were not matched with 
control subjects who ate no 
apples placed greater cre- 
dence in a Russian study 
which showed that of two 
groups of adults with high 
blood pressure the group that 
regularly ate apples had a 
marked lowering of the blood 
pressure. Dentists, who have 
long said that if you can't 
brush your teeth but can eat 
an apple after a meal your 
teeth and gums will be the 
better for it, have recently 
come up with sound evidence 
that this is true.

washed they cannot be sub- 
jected to heat but they may 
be immersed for five to 10 
minutes in a 1 per cent solu- 
tion of a synthetic phenolic 
compound, then washed at a 
temperature of 100 degrees. 


Incidentally, a survey of 


public health sources fails to 
reveal any cases of trans- 
mission of communicable di- 
sease by a laundry.

Rebozo wasn't available for 


comment. Since election night, 
he has worked assiduously to 
stay clear of comment or con- 
troversy that might embarrass 
Nixon politically. He is a per- 
sonal friend—not a political as- 
sociate—of the President. Nixon 
has been a frequent guest in Re- 
bozo's home and the new vaca- 
tion White House Nixon has pur- 
chased is next door to the finan- 
cier's house on posh Key Bis- 
cayne near Miami. 


The property was purchased 


from 
George Srtrathers, the 


Florida Democrat who retired 
this year after three terms in 
the U.S. Senate. 


Smathers is a long-time friend 


of Rebozo and it was to one one 
of the senator's aides that Rebo- 
zo turned for assistance when 
the Cuban shopping center ap- 
peared to be foundering on bu- 
reaucratic reefs. 


At the time Smathers was 


chairman of the Senate Small 
Business 
Committee which, 


among other things, passes on 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion's budget requests. 


The staff director of the com- 


mittee, 
William 
Mclnarnay, 


said in an interview that he in- 
tervened, at Rebozo's request, 
and got the SBA to expedite fi- 
nal approval of the project. 
Mclnarnay went on to say nei- 
ther Smathers nor the commit- 
tee had suggested the shopping 
center. 


An SBA official In Washington 


Insisted privately there was no 
politics in the deal—but threw 
up his hands and good-naturedly 
said, "I don't know what we 
would have done" if such an ar- 
rangement had been proposed 
during the Nixon administra- 
tion. 


In an interview, Butler said 


Rebozo is the only person he 
asked to consider taking on the 
project, but dismissed questions 
about his investments in Rebo- 
zo's 
business 
ventures 
as 


"trying to make something out 
of nothing." 


The shopping center is being 


developed under a 3-year-old 
lease guarantee program of the 
SBA—but it's the first, and so 
far the only one, to receive a 
federal guarantee that 100 per 
cent of all tenants' rents for 20 
years will be paid. 


Although the financing ar- 


rangements for the 26-unit cen» 
ter seemingly constitute a guar- 
anteed profit for Rebozo and big 
partner, C. V. W. Trice Jr., a 
Miami real estate developer, 
the SBA, Trice and a private 
consultant unanimously agreed 
there's no big money in the ceo* 
ter rents. 


Rebozo and Trice apparently 


are banking on prosperity in tfte 
area, however, because they've 
bought land across toe street for 
an office building. Tbj> SJBA, 
Trice and the consultant a}} say 
any significant profit from the 
shopping center would come 
from rising land values 
on by suehprosperity.

NEW YORK (AP) - Jtfri and 


Martha had been married for 21 
years, They worked together to 
raise the children and when the 
youngest set off for college— 
they set off for the divorce 
Court, 


Jim and Martha are part of 


the swelling "20«year fracture," 
the couples who stay together 
through the children's tonsilitls, 
the crises of their first dates 
and heartaches and long ses- 
sions at PTA meetings and then 
file for divorce when the prob- 
lems are at last solved, 


"It is a fact of life today that 


more and more couples in their 
forties and fifties areseeklngdi* 
vorce," Dr. Alfred A. Messer, 
professor of psychiatry at Emo- 
ry University writes in the Jan- 
uary 
issue of "Mental Hy- 


giene." "There used to be a 
feeling that the longer a mar- 
riage endured, the greater the 
chance it would not end in di- 
vorce." 


But statistics and clinical evi- 


dence show this Is no longer 
true, according to Dr. Messer's 
article, "Dissolution of Long- 
standing Marriages." 


Nearly a quarter of the per- 


sons filing for divorce in 19G3 
had been married for 15 years 
or more. 


Dr. Messer suggests a num- 


ber of reasons: affluence, more 
liberal attitudes and laws re- 
garding 
divorce, 
Inadequate 


courtship 20 years earlier, 
homes that are too child-cen- 
tered and a vertical family unit 
where aunts, uncles and grand- 
parents are many miles away 
and fail to re-enforce the con- 
cept of family. 


"There can be no doubt that 


some of the long-standing mar- 
riages now terminating were be- 
gun 
haphazardly 
during the 


bleak days of the second World 
War," he said in the article. 


Statistics, he said, are unreli- 


able, but estimates Indicate that 
in more than one-third of to- 
day's marriages, the bride is 
pregnant as she walks down the 
aisle. 


"No doubt many such mar- 


riages are happy and enduring; 
but, in some Instances, a ques- 


tion may remain in the mlfidsof 
the spouses about whether the 
marriage 
would 
have 
taken 


place If there had been no preg* 
nancy, 


"Some of these unions endure 


out of a sense of guilt and obli* 
gallon; and, once the children 
leave home this sense ofrespon* 
sibillty and guilt is relieved and 
the reasons for continuing the 
marriage may no longer be the 
same," * 


Dr, Messer suggests the most 


significant element in the disso- 
lution 
of long-standing mar* 


riages results from what he 
calls the "century of the child." 


"The children have become a 


nucleus around which most ac- 
tivities revolve. There are end- 
less carpools for school, for mu- 
sic and art lessons, and for ath- 
letic 
activities; 
there 
are 


spend-the-night parties that par- 
ents must oversee; and there 
are cookouts and campouts." 


In this child-oriented society, 


parents begin to look more and 
more to their children for grati- 
fication and a purpose In life. 


"The woman may begin to 


cook and dress for her children, 
rather than her husband. The 
man may begin to feel more 
comfortable going off some- 
where with his youngsters than 
with his wife. 


"What happens, then, when 


the children grow up and leave 
the house? A void ensues."

The size of the citizenship 


classes, Atkins explained, de* 
pends on the number processed

While official figures on the 


number of exiles taking citizen* 
ship are unavailable, Fernando 
Penabaz, Florida chairman of 
the nationalities division of the 
Republican 
party, 
reported 


about 20,000 have registered as 
voters in the state in the last 
four years. 


Cuban-born 
lawyer 
Carlos 


Fernandez, who watches the cit* 
izenship picture closely, esti- 
mated that nearly 20,000 Cubans 
have become U.S. citizens in the 
Miami area alone since Fidel 
Castro's 1959 emergence to pow- 
er. 


Projected nationwide, Fernan- 


dez said, a proportionate citi- 
zenship movement is occurring. 
An estimated half-million Cuban 
exiles live in the United States, 
more than half of them outside 
the Miami area. 


"Citizenship applications will 


keep pyramiding, and in may 
there will be a flood of them," 
Fernandez predicted. He points 
out that a law giving Cuban ref- 
ugees credit for two and one- 
half years of the usual citizen- 
ship residence requirement of 
five years was passed Nov. 1, 
1966.

our editor's stint in this 
spot was missing Thursday 
- the reason being that for 


the second time in two weeks I 
was called to Little Rock on mat- 
ters pending before the General 
Assembly, 
. Thursday morning the House 
Committee on Revenue and Taxa- 
tion held a hearing on H.B. Ill 
which proposes to extend the 3 
per cent sales tax to newspaper, 
magazine, television, radio, and 
outdoor advertising. 


The communications industry 
resists the bill because, (1) 
Every industry Is bound to de- 
fend its trade and customers, 
and (2) Any broadening of the 
sales tax base whatsoever means 
that the cost will be passed on to 
shoppers hi higher prices, 


The sales tax, of which this 


editor was an original promoter, 
was set up in March 1935 as a 
one-time 2 per cent levy against 
tangible goods only and was re- 
quired to be paid by the final pur- 
chaser, Its effect upon the poor 
was tempered by the exemption 
of food, clothing, and medicine. 
But the state welched on this 
exemption, removing it in 1941. 
And in 1951 the tax rate was In- 
creased to 3 per cent across the 
board. 


Now the politicians are maneu- 


vering to strike out the exemp- 
tions for intangibles—proposing 
to tax advertising, and probably 
subscriptions, cleaning, laundry 
and barbershop work and other 
services. 


Obviously this is a money- 


raising program; obviously it is 
expected to be paid ultimately 
by the consuming public — which 
means you. 


No man knows what any legis- 


lature will finally decide. But 
there is a rising tide in the Ark- 
ansas General Assembly which 
opposes aay tinkering with the 
sales tax until other tax sources 
are examined and reformed. 


Year after year the lawmakers 


have been asked to make another 
trip to the sales tax well — but 
1969 may well be the year that 
the legislature revolts.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wid- 


ening public protests against the 
Sentinel antimissile system ap- 
parently were significant in the 
Nixon administration's decision 
to hold up work and take anoth- 
er look at the project. 


The protests, centering In a 


half dozen metropolitan areas 
chosen for antimissile installa- 
tions, have resulted in a surge 
of letters to congressmen and 
senators. 


Critical 
mall reaching the 


Pentagon, some* refered by the 
White House, also reflects con- 
cern of people living elsewhere 
in the country. The letters ex- 
press worry about the growth of 
nuclear weapons and any possi- 
ble negative effect the U.S. anti- 
missile system would have on 
arms control talks with Soviet 
Union. 


The rising public objections 


are credited with winning some 
recruits to a Senate group which 
last year failed in a series of 
legislative efforts to block funds 
for the Sentinel. They hope to 
succeed this year. 


Even some 
previously 
un- 


swerving supporters of the Sen- 
tinel, such as Chairman L. Men- 
del Rivers of the House Armed 
Services Committee, are show- 
ing signs of uncertainty. Rivers 
has postponed his committee's 
consideration of proposed anti- 
missile sites until the adminis- 
tration makes up its mind. 


The Chicago Sun-Times re- 


ported in a copyright story to- 
day, 
quoting Senate sources, 


that the administration has al- 
ready decided not to deploy the 
Sentinel 
system 
although 
it 


plans to go ahead with antimis- 
sile research and development. 


The newspaper said the ad- 


ministration plans to announce 
its decision in mid-March along 
with the announcement of ar- 
rangements for arms control 
talks with the Soviet Union. 


A Pentagon analysis of edito- 


rial reaction concluded that a 
significant number of newspa- 
pers which previously supported 
the Sentinel program began late 
last year to advance reasons for 
delay. 


The analysis, prepared last 


month, said that "the actual se- 
lection of Sentinel sites near 
several large cities in late 1968 
Increased the demands for fur- 
ther public discussion." 


Army officials said the major 


protest movement started last 
mid-November in Chicago, pro- 
posed site for a Sentinel base, 
led by a group of nuclear physi- 
cists.

But, said Tuck, 
his orders were to handle his 
work "on a not-to-interfere ba- 
sis" with the main surveillance 
mission of the ship, which Buch- 
er has described as watching 
Soviet vessels and North Korean 
radar.

NEW YORK (AP) -Are you 


bored with the Hong Kong flu, 
the 24-hour virus, the common 
cold and the people who brag 
about laving been felled by 
these tiresome winter ailments? 


Why not startle your friends 


and create envy in your ene- 
mies by coming down with an 
interesting new affliction they 
probably never even hard of— 
— a disease for all seasons? 


All you have to do is to ex- 


plore your hidden fears, and the 
chances are you'll find you've 
been suffering all your life from 
something you never even know 
you had. For one of the laws of 
medicine guarantees that for 
every illnesss there is a fear 
and for every fear there is an 
illness, 


For example; 
Ever feel a bit edgy when 


strolling alone through a dark 
heavily wooded area? Why, you 
poor thing, you're a walking 
case of hylophobia, the fear of 
forests. 


Ever race for a bus and then, 


when your heart begins to palpi* 
tete, pause and wonder if you're 
going to Iteel over? You've prob- 
ably been reading too many ar* 
tides about heart attacks. Your 
problem is oqiy anginophobia, 
the fear of angina pec tor is. 


Now and then do you get mad 


at your boss because he leads so 
many duties on you that you 
think he's trying to work you to 
death. Calm down. All you've 
got is a touch of kopopacbla, the 


fear of exhaustion. 


Even more common among 


office and factory employes Is 
the feeling that they are stuck 
in a rut, doing over and over 
again a job that will lead them 
nowhere. Only one diagnosis is 
possible here: Taphephobia, the 
fear of being buried alive. Many 
married people today, both hus- 
bands and wives, complain of 
the same symptoms. They have 
either taphephobia or a variant 
of it—merinthophobia, the fear 
of being bound, 


Many teen-agers 
nowadays 


subsist almost entirely on soft 
drinks, peanuts, cheese snacks 
and potato chips. Their moth- 
ers, even if they plead on bend- 
ed knees, can't get them to eat 
anything else. What these kids 
don't know is that they are cow- 
ards. They are quaking Inward- 
ly in the throes of ctbophobia, 
which means they are terrified 
by food. 


Do you shudder at the sight of 


a young unwashed hippie stroll' 
ing along with a rose or daisy 
stuck behind his ear? There is 
an excuse for your trepidation. 
You're probable a double victim 
of anthophobia, the fear of flow* 
ers, and rhypophobla, the fear 
of filth. 


Oh, there are plenty of more 


panic-produced maladies in clvi» 
Ration's garden of dreads. 


The main thing to remember 


is that for every fear there is a 
disease. Perhaps the best of 
them is autophobia, the fear of 
one's self, a healthy fear for 
anyone at all times.

cause of extensive opposition to 
the Vietnam war, much of the 
resentment 
has been

without reason on the soldiers 
themselves. 


"They've been treated like 


second-class citizens and outsid- 
ers, and made to wonder If 
they're aliens to their own coun- 
trymen," he said in an inter- 
view. 


Father Swanson, of the Epis- 


copal Church's office for the 
armed forces, has turned out a 
new manual, under sponsorship 
both of Protestant and Catholic 
agencies, to guide church work 
relating to the military sphere. 


"It's a big and urgently need- 


ed ministry, involving a big seg- 
ment of modern American life,"

In opening, Dist Atty. Jim 


Garrison told the jury the state 
would show the President "was 
struck by a number of bullets 
coming from dlTftuant guns at 
different locations--thus show- 
ing that more than one person 
was shooting at the President." 


The 6-f,oot-6 district attorney 


thus served notice that the War- 
ren Report would be, In effect, a 
codefendant. 
Dymond reacted 


sharply. 


"We are not here to defend 


the findings of the Warren Re- 
port," he told the jury. "I im- 
plore you, do not let the drama 
and pageantry of what hap- 
pened in Dealey Plaza in Dallas 
obscure the real Issues in this 
case." 


Jack Ruby killed Oswald two 


days after the Nov. 22, 1963, as- 
sassination—shooting him inside 
police headquarters. Ferrie died 
in his apartment in New Or- 
leans in 1967. The coroner said 
death 
was 
due 
to natural 


causes. 


Collins is a plump postal 


worker 
with a mustache. In 


1963, he was head of the Clinton 
chapter of the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality, which was push- 
ing a voter registration drive. 


One day, he said, a big black 


car pulled up and parked near 
him as he was standing outside 
the door to the voter registrar's 
office. 


Collins said a man he later re- 


cognized 
as 
Oswald stepped 


from the back seat. 


He next pointed out Shaw, sit- 


ting at the defense table flanked 
by four lawyers, as the man he 
saw behind the steering wheel. 
He identified a photograph of 
Ferrie as the man who was sit- 
ting next to Shaw. 


Asked when he concluded that 


the man he had seen was Os- 
wald, he replied that he recog- 
nized him from a picture after 
the assassination.
